The story of The Chicago Times is worth 


telling from first to last. It began fifty-five 
years ago in the ofllce of the staid old Free 
Press, at Middlebury, Vt,, where Wilbur F. 
Storey, a green lad of a dozen years, from 
his father's farm near by, entered upon his 
apprenticeship as a printer. 
At 18 he 


struck out for himself, and after several: 
years of struggles and adventures in at- 
tempting to establish newspapers in various 
towns of Indiana and Michigan, The Patriot, 
printed at Jackson, in the latter state, sur- 
vived the ilb infant journals are heir to 
and lived into success. The editor was ap- 
pointed postmaster, and fortune seemed to 
smile upon him. But in 1849 President Polk 
removed him from office, and the future 
great editor, who had sold The Patriot, 
embarked in business aa a druggist, sta- 
tioner and grocer. Hs married a worthy 
lady, joined the church, and his future 
seemed likely to be easy-going, highly ic- 
spectable and moderately prosperous. 
In 


his drug store, however, he sold liquor, 
causing so much scandal in the church 
that he withdrew from the congregation and 
never rejoined. 
This injured his social 


standing and bred in him discontent with 
his lot. The reformed editor could not stay 
reformed. 
The fascination of the magio 


types was too great and he returned to 
newspaperdom. The Detroit Free Pres* was 
then lingering between the. sheriff and tha 
coroner. 
Storey bought it on credit, in- 


fused some life into its columns, and in 
eight years paid for it and had $20,000 in 
bank. 
Then he signed for more worlds t« 


conquer. He sold The Free .Press, removed 
to Chicago and purchased The Times, which 
was then an almost unknown: paper with e 
circulation of only, a thousand copies a day. 
But The Times soon began to flourish, just as 
The Free Press had done. 
It was bold, 


spirited, enterprising. 'That was in 1861, 
and the war proved Storey's opportunity. 
Not only tlid he show his • rivals that the 
leading journal of rising Chicago must be 
something besides a reprint of eastern pa- 
pers—that it must buy news liberally and 
intelligently—but he assailed the war policy 
of the administration with such violence 
that Gen. Burnside,-in command of the de- 
partment of the northwest, ordered the sup- 
pression of The Times. 
The morning ol 


June 3, 1868, soldiers took possession of 
the 
office. 
Three days later President 


Lincoln revoked Burriside's orders, but the 
notoriety given the pap-r by this temporary 
suppression proved of inestimable value. 
The circulation increased with wonderful 
rapidity; but Editor Storey made no for- 
tune. All of tbe paper's earnings were put 
back into it ia providing news at any cost 
Frequently his telegraph bills were $800 a 
day. 
He would permit nothing to be sent 


by mall. 
"Telegraph everything," were hU 


orders. He wanted a special telegram about 
•verything of importance, and some of his 
smployes, fearing bis sharp criticism if they 
were "left" on anything, fell into the habit 
it ordering specials from half a docen sources 
•a make sure. Frequently four or five long 
Teports of an occurrence would come in on 
the wires, only one of which could be .used, 
out all of which bad to be paid for. 
He em- 


ployed a large staff, and also had special cor- 
respondents on the wing. While thus lavish 
in large things he was economical in small 
things. He would turn down gas that he 
saw burning needlessly, and any wastfnlness 
caused him grc at indignation. 


Storey was an indefatigable worker. For 


yean he 'saw his paper to press" at 3 o'clock 
every morning, and by 9 would be in the 


;he Sunday paper in Chicago, 
the supplement and fairly created the In- 
terviews. He sent speci-d missions of ex- 
perts and correspondents to investigate 
mines, prehistoric ruins, 
Indian wars, 


scandals—everything. 


All this time he was the same Storey. 
He 


was 
haughty, 
ambitious, 
domineering, 


revengeful. 
He 
was 
an 
autocrat, 


and his employes 
fearel 
him. 
When 


Senator 
Carpenter 
telegraphed 
Storey 


that 
if 
he 
did 
not 
cense 
his 


attacks on his private character he wotil I 
sue him for $200,000, Storey seiz?d his pen 
and replied: "Don't make a d 
fool of 


yourself." His implacable hatred was ex- 
emplified in his treatment of those who had 
injured him. 
The general who suppressed 


bis paper, the burlesque actress who horse- 
whipped him, the judge who committed him 
to jail for contempt, the gambler who sho5 
at him, the physician who attended his sec- 
o»d wife during her fatal illness, and a 
score of others who at one tiny* or another 
crossed his path, were never lost sight of. 
For years he as ailed them unmerciful.y, 
and then, having pursued them to his 
heart's' content, gave orders 
that th<"tr 


names should never again be mentionei iu 
his paper unless they died or diJ something 
disreputable. 


Bnt a change soon came. In 1S78 Storey 


began to soften. 
He became more kindly 


and seemed to long for social recognition. 
Having married his third wife in 1S74 he or- 
•dered the erection of a house which hj de- 
clared should be the costliest in America. 
It is a castle of white marb e, upon which 
$350,000 has been expended and «hich will 
require the expenditure of as much more. 
The walls are barely finished which contain 
the eighty rooms, including tho^e designed 
for theatre, lecture rooms, chapel, gym- 
nasium, swimming baths, etc.

suffered a paralytic shock. He cnms back a 
different Storey. 
Thougli but GJ years of 


age he appeared a veritable pitriarch. 
There was a far-away look in his eyes. Then 
began the last struggle! of a once peerless 
mind to resume in former activity. Grand 
schemes, wonderful energy, then sudden 
changes of plans, and finally a return to tha 
original plan. First the ne'.vspaper, thou 
the castle. Every day or two tha style oE 
make-up and of hoad'-Hnes in his paper was 
changed.
